Jhe New Highway 41 Freeway 


The most important piece of highway 


construction in this area in decades be- 
comes a reality Wednesday with the open- 
ing of the new section of Highway 41 from 
the Highway 10 intersection to McCarthy's 
Crossing north of Kaukauna. Added to the 
the section just south of this finished sev- 
eral years ago, it makes up a complete 
freeway around the whole Fox Cities area. 


With the guarantee of permanent con- 


trolled access to the highway, it becomes 
the basis upon which all further thorough- 
fare development in this area will be built 
in the future. 


The project is as important to residents 


of this area as it is to motorists driving 
around the area. Studies have revealed the 
surprising extent of commuting between 
various sections within the Fox Cities. 
The freeway will serve some of this traf- 
fic and relieve congestion on other through 
routes. 


It is dramatic evidence of the way high- 


way construction thinking has changed in 
recent years. When it was first proposed to 
by-pass communities in this area with 
Highway 41, there was a great hue and 
cry from merchants who thought 
they 


would lose business thereby. Now they as 
well as everyone else are glad to have the 
through traffic removed from municipal 
streets. 


The State Highway Department has 


wisely moved up its construction schedule 
on the last segment of four-lane highway 
from Milwaukee to Green Bay and plans to 
start work on the stretch north of Mc- 
Carthy's Crossing to DePere next year. In 
the meantime the department is also to be 
congratulated on measures taken to reduce 
the safety hazards on that stretch, princi- 
pally the installation of three 
separate 


flasher warning signs pointing out that the 
old segment is two-way traffic only. 


Athletics and the Schools 


The controversy over whether or not 


the 
guardianship arrangements for a 


couple of top athletes at Preble 
High 


School near Green Bay are ethical is not an 
isolated occurrence. The W1AA may ap- 
pear to soft pedal the situation, but we 
assume its officers are concerned. Over- 
emphasis upon athletic competition among 
elementary and secondary school students 
is a national problem. 


Comparison of physical fitness among 


American and European youth has been 
ghen a lot of publicity in recent years be- 
cause the Americans have come out second 
best. Concern has reached the 
White 


Plouse during the administrations of both 
President Eisenhower and President Ken- 
nedy. Most schools throughout the nation 
have stepped up physical fitness programs 
for all students. But the varsity emphasis 
still remains. 


Fortunately some of the people who are 


most interested in sports and athletics and 
fitness have become aware and concerned 
over the problem. Spnrts must rated maga- 
zine publishes as an article on fitness a 
letter to Bud Wilkinson, the President's 
Special Consultant on Youth Fitness, from 
a Michigan housewife and mother. "We 
must decide what it is we really want." she 
writes, "-—a few champions or a nation of 
healthy, fit citizens ... In sports we have 
lost our perspective and our sense of 
jlnimor. It has become a cult for the dccli- 
' cated few while the rest of us worship 
from the bleachers.'' 


The same sort of charge was leveled by 


the director of physical education at the 
University of Pennsylvania. "What we 
need are more mediocre scatbacks having 
a bang-up time on the seventh team." 


It is not enough that a school provide a 


sound physical education program for all 
students which undoubtedly the schools of 
this area do. The matter of attitude is ex- 
tremely important. Of course the star quar- 
terback or basketball center will be wor- 
shipped by the sophomore girls. But does 
he get the same sort of treatment from the 
physical education director and the high 
school principal? Does the coach just go 
through the motions with the awkward 
gym classes while he is really anxious to 
get extra time with the varsity? Is there so 
much pressure to win from the handful of 
adolescent parents that he fears for his 
job? Does the school board or administra- 
tion permit or accept this sort of pressure? 
In how many schools across the nation are 
eyes shut to exploitation of a few well co- 
ordinated kids while the bulk of the stu- 
dent body cheers from the bleachers? 


No one school should be singled out be- 


cause of the current controversy. At one 
time or another many of our schools, both 
public and parochial, have overemphasized 
the importance of the number one team. 
Parents who must work off their own frus- 
trations through the triumphs of their chil- 
dren should not be allowed to do so by in- 
juring schools in general and sports in par- 
ticular. 


There is a place for professional ath- 


letics but they should have no standing 
whatsoever in the schools.

The U. S. Uses Care in Foreign Aid 


At the recent session of Congress it 


became quite evident that a large and in- 
fluential part of the Congress was growing 
impatient with the huge federal expendi- 
tures for foreign aid, both economic and 
military. Congress finally succeeded in 
cutting more than $1 billion from the 
$4,961,300,000 
requested 
by 
President 


Kennedy for this purpose. At various times 
during the consideration of the authoriza- 
tion and appropriation measures, propos- 
als 'were made to reduce the amount and 
to limit the authority of the President to 
dispense it either to Communist countries 
or any country which sold arms or stra- 
tegic materials to Cuba. 


Finally, as the measure was passed, the 


bill denied the President 
discretionary 


power to provide military aid to Commun- 
ist nations or economic or military aid to 
any nation soiling arms or strategic ma- 
terials to Cuba. However, under the bill 
the President is permitted to provide eco- 
nomic aid to Communist nations or to na- 
tions providing economic aid to Cuba or 
permitting its ships to carry economic aid 
to Cuba if he determines that the national 
interest so requires. 


What effect this threat to cut the for- 


eign aid appropriation and also to limit the 
President's power may have had upon the 
Kennedy 
adminibl ration 
is 
unknown. 


Nevertheless, recent news dispatches have 
noted that the United States is now aiming 
for a selective foreign aid program by set- 
ting up qualifications for countries that 
wish to receive economic aid in the future. 
Frank M. Coffin, deputy administrator of 
the United States Agency for International 
Development, has reported that the gov- 
ernment is attempting to devise what it 
calls a long range assistance strategy for 
over a dozen key countries. 


Coffin says that the new strategy goes 


beyond any previous programming efforts 
in depth of analysis. 


While it is to be used with only those 


countries that offer prospects of success it 
is intended to lay the groundwork for the 
better tailoring of assistance to the needs, 
capabilities and commitments to the devel- 
opment of these selected countries. 


Recently Chester Bowles, special ad- 


viser to President Kennedy, suggested that 
only countries demonstrating outstanding 
competence and courage 
in 
mustering 


their own resources should receive eco- 
nomic aid unconditionally. Now Coffin has 
suggested that future aid depend upon 
several qualifications, including: 


The importance of the country from 


the viewpoint of the 
United States 


worldwide objectives. 


The importance of United States as- 


sistance in the country's development 
process. 


Economic policies, including a high 


priority for economic and social devel- 
opment, that provide good prospects for 
effective development. 


The degree of political stability. 
The existence of a reasonably well 


prepared development plan or program. 


The 
availability and 
reliability of 


pertinent statistical data. 


The Kennedy administration should 


realize I hat the American people, as re- 
flected by their representatives in Con- 
gress, are very'much opposed to the waste- 
ful give-away programs in our foreign aid 
efforts. 
The-Coffin guidelines may do 


something':toward placating Congress but 
it is practically certain now that unless 
some real economy measures are taken 
there will be greater cuts in foreign aid 
appropriations in the future.

BERLIN (AP) — For over a 


year the Communists shied awa; 
from direct mention of their'wal 
through Berlin. Now they are los 
ing some of their inhibitions on 
the awkward subject. They are 
starting to build it into their 
propaganda. 


When the wall was begun, com 


munist writers went into verba 
contortions to void naming it. 
Instead of calling a wall a wal 
they said it was "the protection 
of our national frontier" or "the 
defensive measures of August 13.' 


The controlled newspapers of 


East Germany never printed pic- 
tures of it. 


Keep Out 


At first they said" the defensive 


measures were taken to keep out 
"Fascist agents" and "slave trad- 
ers." The agents, the Reds said, 
were trying to subvert or spy on 
East Germans. The "slave trad- 
ers" were trying to lure them to 
the West. That was the explana- 
tion for the departure to the West 
of up to 3.000 refugees a day. 


Later the Communists put up 


steel tank traps and said the de- 
fenses were to stop "Western ag-j 
gression against the Soviet bloc 


In private, some Communists 


admitted they found the wall em 
barrassing. But they pointed ou 
that it was serving its main, pur 
pose—to hold back refugees anc 
prevent the economy being blec 
of essential manpower.
